DOWN AN EMBANKMENT.

Nov. 18.—There was a 
frightfu l wreck on the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad a t Blu estone Qu arry, near Conflu 
enee station, between 5 and 0 o’clock Thu rs 
day morning. 
The Washington express 
au ning toward Pittsbu rg ju mped the track 
m d the entire train of six cars rolled over 
•n embank ment, leaving the engine and 
tender. The sloeping-car was totally wreck ed 
md the occu pants thrown from their berths 
Many of them were severely inju red by the 
debris of the splintered car. 
They were 
rescu ed in their night clothes and tak en to 
a hotel in Connelaville as soon as assistance 
cou ld be had. 
Su perintendent Harris has telegraphed 
officially from Ooiinelsville the following

Theoretically a Kadical Antl-TarlfF Man, 
Ho Adv ocates Going Slow —Platform 
Adopted by the C onv ention—P ro­ 
ceedings of the Closing Session. 


C h icag o , Nov. 13 .— The free trad e con­ 
vention closed its session here Thursday 
night. 
During the morning and afternoon 
a num b er of papers were read, two of the 
most notab le b eing the one on “Free Ships’’ 
b y Capt. Codman, of New York, and one 
on “Pauper Lab or,” b y T. 8. Shearm an, of 
Brookly n, who wrote from Italy and said 
the pauper lab or of that country , which is 
a protective tariff country , was the most 
poverty stricken in the w orld. 
During the afternoon session Henry W ard 
Beecher entered the hall, and was loudly 
applauded. 
The committee on resolutions presented a 
platform which was adopted, and which is 
Sub stantially as follows: 
1. That under no pretense shall any coun­ 
tenance whatever b e given to any attem pt 
to increase protective duties. 
3. That articles which are a t the founda­ 
tion of great industries should in the inter­ 
ests of lab or and of commerce b § freed from 
duty , whether they b e crude m aterials, aR 
lumb er, salt, coal, ore, wool, etc., or partly 
m iuu factored, as chemicals, dy e stuffs, pig 
iron, tin plate, wood pulp, etc. 
3. That on products from such articles 
d u ties should a t least b e correspondingly 
reduced, so that the protection, real or nom ­ 
inal, to m anufacturers shall not b e in­ 
creased, and that the consumers shall have 
the b enefit of the reduction. 
We urge that any step? in tariff reform 
should simplify the present complicated 
classification, and should do away with 
rnx sl duties, replacing them b y ad valorem 
rates instead of b y specific duties, which are 
mo t b urdensome*to low priced goods con­ 
sumed b y the great b ody of the people. 
The platform also demands free ships and 
the ab olition of restrictive navigation laws; 
urges revenue reformers to vote only for 
such congressional 
candidates as openly 
oppose a tariff for protection, and to take 
steps to nominate Independent candidates 
when all party 
candidates oppose tariff 
reform. 
David A. Wells, of Connecticut, was re 
elected president. 
Thanks were ex pressed 
to Henry W ard Beecher, Frank Hurd, the 
officers of the conference and others. 
An evening session was held at Central 
Music hall, which wa3 attended b y a large 
audience. 
The 
principal speakers were 
President Wells and Henry W ard Beecher, 
the former leading. 
Ha presented the argu 
nient in favor of free trade in a forci* 
b e manner, and in closing, said: 
We must depart from a tariff policy . 
Our m anufacturing industries do not com­ 
pare with those of foreign m anufacturers, 
as they did twenty -five y ears ago. 
Busi­ 
ness stagnation and social prostration will 
continue and increase in the United States 
until tho protection evil is ab olished. 
Mr. Beecher then stepped forward, b eing 
greeted with a storm of applause. 
He 
thought it was not necessary for a m an to 
b e engaged in commercial pursuits to enab le 
him to intelligently discuss this question. 
He wanted no revolutionary haste in chang­ 
ing from protection to free trade, and theo­ 
retically favored no tariff at all. 
A? to the justice of the present sy stem, 
Mr. 
Beecher m aintained that, while the 
government m ight properly levy a revenue 
tariff, it ought not to favor any industrial 
concern in so doing. Private b usiness should 
proceed ¡w ithout any direct governm ent aid. 
If a man could not make his own way in 
this world he should make his way out of it. 
He was opposed to trade restriction and 
favored lib erty of commerce. In early day s 
lib erty of thought was considered dangerous 
to nations and was prohib ited. It required the 
spilling of much liumau b lood to pound it 
into tho heads of the rulers of men that lib ­ 
erty of speech was just and should b e had. 
Lib erty of action was the nex t principle 
gained, b ut to this there was unfortunately 
one great ex ception in America. 
Man 
could think, speak, do, and go as he willed, 
b ut ho could not go to Europe and b ring 
home what ho had purchased there. 
The 
government would punish him for this ex ­ 
orcise of his just right. 
“If,” said the speaker, “our congress was 
made up of wise men—as it isn’t —and if our 
politicians were economists—as they are not 
-—tho causa of free trade would need no 
argument? to fight its way into national 
adoption. 
The politician is a vote-monger. 
He will he a Free-Trader or a Protectionist, 
as he thinks the m ajority of his constitu­ 
ent? lean. 
He is a man without an opinion 
or the information to form ulate one.” 
The speaker was opposed to a paternal 
government. 
Hithertff it had pro ved to b e 
an infernal governm ent 
The fundam ental 
theory of this governm ent was that the 
common people were ab le to take care of 
their own affair*. 
Educate the people and 
then let them alone. 
The tariff sy stem 
encouraged 
deceit, 
falsehood, 
and 
dishonesty . 
The 
custom 
houses 
were 
snare? 
of 
tem ptation 
for the 
downfall 
of 
weak 
and 
mercenary 
humanity . 
Free trade would ab olish them. 
It was a delusion of workingmen to b elieve 
they wero helped b y protection. 
When a 
government undertook to protect auy line 
of industry it opened an active field for 
competition and rivalry in that particular 
line. 
The competitors who desired to under­ 
sell could not b e satisfied without a shrink­ 
age in ex pense?. The shrinkage could not b e 
made in 
the 
cost of 
the raw 
com­ 
modity , it must b e made in the cost of m an­ 
ufacture. 
In other words, it must b e made 
in the lab orers’ wages. 
This competitive 
compulsion of reduction in wages was the 
cause of the numerous strikes throughout 
the country , and the present idleness of 
1,000,000 workingmen. 
The present pro­ 
tection was terrib ly inconsistent. ft imposed 
a tariff on 
foreign 
m anufactures, 
b ut 
none on foreign lab orers. 
The protectionist 
m anufacturer cried out againtt free trade 
b ecause it placed the American working 
men in competition with foreign pauper 
lab or, and y et this same protectionist, while 
reaping the b enefits of this pernicious tariff 
sy stem, turned the American lab orer out of 
employ ment, or compelled him to compete 
wita im m igrants in the m atter of wages. 
Tho whole profit of protection went into the 
pocket of the capitalist. 
Mr. Beecher was opposed to whatsver 
tended to a violation of the b rotherhood of 
man. 
He b elieved that the American had 
no right to wall himself up and deny the 
right, of other nations.of the earth to find 
n 


market here for their waraa. 
Tbe English 
laborer should not be shut out from the 
priv ilege of working to supply his brother 
American. 
He was opposed to this coun­ 
try 's collecting *300,000 to send to China 
for miseionary purposes and then refusing 
to allow tb e Chinamen to breathe the elr of 
America. 
“We are ex porting too much religion,” be 
said. 
“We don't have enough for homo 
consumption”. 
He appealed to the y oung men of 
the na 
tion, if they had the first feeling of patriot 
tem, to fight against the 
eelfish, unjust, and 
injurious slavery of trade. “ Let us hav e lib­ 
erty throughout,” said he in closing. 
**Lib > 
erty makes men, men make states, and 
states make the tniUeonlum.”

the common use of the language ab out 19,- 
000 sy mb ols are employ ed, and these have 
b eeu codified for telegraphic use. The words, 
however, are never 
telegraphed. 
Each 
sy mb ol i? made up of four characters, and 
in the code these are indicated b y numeral*. 
Vo that, for instance, if I wanted to tele 
graph the word ‘horse’ I would send 0. 0. 1. 
3 , and tb e translation would b esuppliei b y 
the receiver from the code-b ook.

fect of this is that all telegraphing is in 
cipher, hut what we have is the b est that 
Im* b een provided b y y ears of « tidy .”

The a nnouncement ma de In ’sev era l jour­ 
na ls tha t the Empress Ca rlotta , widow of 
Ma ximilia n, ha s recov ered her rea son, is, 
unha ppily, not true. 
The empress is still a t 
the roya l ca stle of Bouchout, nea r La e ken, 
the summer residence of the king of the 
Belgia ns. 
The cha tea u formerly belonged 
lr> the count de Bea ufort, who sold it to 
King Leopold IL It wa s built in 1130, »» of 
J oMilc style a nd rev ea l* a rchitectura l bea u- 
nee of the highest order. 
The ca rv ed oa k 
tud woodwork of the interior is rea lly ma r­ 
v elous, but its sombre ca st is not ca lcula ted 
bo dissipa te the sa dness of its illustrious 
hostess. 
The ca stle is surrounded by a pa rk a nd 
ga rden in English fa shion, with centured 
trees a nd sha ded wa lks. 
It is a delightful 
ha bita tion, a splendid Elen, if a smile but 
broke on the lips of the empress or the 
sor- 
rowing little court by which she is a ttended. 
But •v erjrtbing is da rk a nd mela ncholy a nd 
the bea uties of na ture pa ss nnperceiv ed. 
HER RECEPTIONS. 
Eighteen yea rs ha v e gone by since the 
empress loit her husba nd a nd her rea son a t 
tha sa me time. 
At fira t she preserv ed her 
court a * usua l, a nd her receptions took 
pia oe a s regula rly a * in the old Iturbide 
pa la ce in Mexico. 
All those who were 
mov ed by her grea t misfortune went to la y 
their respeotful homa ge a t her feet. 
The 
•tnpress receiv ed them exa ctly a s if the role 
she wa s a cting wa s a rea l one. 
When she 
« a w a certa in number of persons in her pres­ 
ence she tha nked them a s follows: “ You 
ha v e come, mes seigneurs, to sa lute tho 
grea t empress of Mexico. 
I tha nk you. 
Yon desire, doubtless, to la y a t the feet of 
his ma jesty the emperor the proofs of your 
dev otion. Very well, I will go a nd a cqua int 
him of it.” And then she would descend 
from her mock throne a nd soa rch a ll the 
rooms for her a ugust husba nd. 
After her 
v a in sea rch, she would come ba ck a nd sa y: 
“ I do not know where the emperor is, but a s 
soon a t he a rriv es he will come a nd t>ee 
you." 
Then she would wa nder into a n intermina ­ 
ble discourse on the brillia nt position of the 
emperor, a nd the gra nt future in store for 
him. 
And seizing a portra itof Ma ximilia n, 
hhe would beg a nd supplica te him not to bs 
contented with bis title of empsror of Mex 
ico, but to a spire higher. “ You must mount 
higher," she would excla im; “ a lwa ys higher. 
Iti* not on« crown you deierv e, or tha t I 
insist on your wea ring, but ten, twenty, a ll 
the orowns of the world." She would con­ 
tinue in this stra in till she wa s in a sta te of 
eifeta sy, w he a the v isitors, frequently mov ed 
to tea rs, would depa rt unobserv ed by her 
ma jesty. 
Then, a fter ordering her ima gin­ 
a ry pa ges to ta ke up her tra in, she would 
ma rch out of the 
reception room 
with 
queenly step.

When promena ding in the pa rk, if i h< 
cha nced to see a bird flying in the a ir, ho 
proud a nd ha ughty mlon Immedia tely <li* 
a ppea red, to be succeeded by a look of un • 
nttera blo sweetness a nd tenderness. 
Thh 
wa s beca use the inha bita nt of toe a ir repre­ 
sented to her the rea lisa tion of a ll her do- 
sire*, joys, ha ppinees a nd gra ndeur. If, a t the 
•be time, a ny of her ma jesty’» serv a nts wore 
within sight, she would ha sten to them under 
the belief tha t, the bird she ha d seen ha d de 
Hcended in the pa rk a nd wa s tra nsformed. 
The serv a nt* would div ert her min 1 tosome 
othor object a nd the subject wa s then f<»r 
gotten. 
One of her m ajesty's m ania* a short tin n 
« u;o was flie ordering of num erous and beau 
tijul dresses a n! costume*. These she won! 1 
order herself, 
and 
the couturier* about 1 
never bring her less than six a t a titns. N le 
followed the fashion« tha t prevailed in Paris 
during tho em pire, and the drosses prepared 
in aecordanoa 
w ith her order* had such 
num berless plaits and 
folds tha t they usu 
nHy contained from tw enty 
fiv e to thirty 
y a rd s of m aterial. 
W hen these luxurious 
costum es 
wore b rought to her « he would 
regal'd 
them 
with quiet disdain and then 
turn a b rut tly aw ay, m urm uring: 
“1 don't 
w ant them ; they are not fine enough forth* 
gre a t em press of M exico.’’ 
These co-turns« , 
which were of course paid for, were bought 
by the rich ladies of Brussels and the dam« *

The three oldest consulting -libra ries in 
the United Sta tes a re those of H arvard , 
Ya le, a nd the New York society. 
H arvard 
college bega n its ca reer with a libra ry 
which wa s a pa rt 
of the bequest from J ohn 
Ha rv a rd, but in 1704 a fire tota lly destroyed 
its a ccumula tions of 
1<36 yea r« . 
Ya le col 
lege bega n ifci collections in 1700, a nd wn 
a ided thirty-three yea r* la ter by the beque-t 
of 1,000 v olumes from Bishop Berkeley; y» f 
in 1764 it a mounted to only 4,000 
volume*. 
The New York society’s libra ry, 
now con 
ta îning 80,000 v olumes, Wa s founded in 1700. 
but did not ta ke this na me until 1754. 
The fourth oldest libra ry is tha t in Phila ­ 
delphia , founded by Benja min Fra nklin a nd 
his friend* in 178!. 
The libra ry ha s now 
ov er 130,060 v olâ mes» a nd in some respects 
is unsurpa ssed by a ny other collection of 
books in the oountry. 
It* income is a bout 
126,000 a yea r, of which a third only is 
a v a ila ble for the purcha se of new book*, 
yet it a ttempt« , with much success, to do 
the sa me kind of public serv ice tha t is a c­ 
complished by the Boston public libra ry, 
wta oee income is $125,000.
